ANEW PLOW. 


Since Monday the street leading to \ir. 
Heiliwell’s farm, to the 
agricultural grounds, has been pretty well 
measured by a large number of our citizens, 
to witness the operations of a steam plow, 
invented by Mr. Inglnten 
and manufactured by the 
Valcon Iron Works. Fora machine to do 
such peculiar, work the contrivance is very 
simple, and simpiicity is ene of the advan- 

ages of machinery, as it leaves less to get 
out of order and fewer pieces to get out of 
‘use from wear, The engine and boiler, in 
principle are not many removes in con- 
struction from the ordinary 
kine, except in that they are larger and 
stronger, have immense driving wheels on 
either side, and have wheeled machinery 
in tront, by which the whole construction 
is steered like asteamboat on the water. 
Immediately behind the boiler and very 
conveniently attached ts a large contriv- 
ance in principle like the straw 
athrashing machine, to which are
